1 # A personal meeting was held by the undersigned with AKPRIKSR/l 
on 1 December 1958, between I5h5 and 1630 at the FLEETWOOD Restaurant in 
New York City.

3# a. Subject reports that he has recently visited DRAGCWI7Z at 
the Sanatorium in Long Island. He is Improving but is still in need of 
further medical and physcho attention. Subject says that DRAnnMTTZ has 
suffered a nervous breakdown. Subject suggests continuing^ ^ 

without DRAGCWITZ and making the ccrano channel from Subjecx to tne orother 
thus cutting DRAGCOTTZ completely out ; of the scheme. The undersigned 
said that he would consider this and inform Subject of his decision. 

b. Subject says that ADAMOVICH has received more letters from his 
'•old friend* in Byelorussia. Subject was directed to obtain these and 
to forward them with translations to the undersigned. 

c. Subject reported that C. M. (who was reported previously as a 
REDSKIN) (and information re this was passed to SR/10) has contacted 
Subject to inform him that he is initiating a request for visa, etc. in 
January 1959- (This will be passed to Si^lO). 

d. Subject states that he has a R2DSCK/rlS)SKIN candidate in the 
person of an intelligent, young man now resident in ARG5KTIKA. Subject has 
been directed to obtain the necessary PHQ I and II data. 

e. Subject stated that in the past three weeks he has acted as an 
interpreter for two members of : the Soviet '-Jisoion in Ntw York City. He 
was asked to act in this capacity by his employers, a steamship line with 
offices in that city. The Soviet Mission, has had freight shipped by this 
line from Europe to the United States. This is evidently a new ventiire 
with this con^any since had it happened before it is presumed that Subject 
would have been called upon then to act in the same capacity as now.
